He Must Answer to Charges 

of “Gambling,” “Maintain- 
ing a Gambling House,” 
“Vagrancy” and “Cafrying

As a first blow im the move to crush 
the syndicate of bookmakers which the 
police believeto be flourishing in the 
downtown district, Judge Nash Broyles, 
Tuesday afternoon, put a bond of $1,000 
upon F. J. (Curly) Phillips, when Phil- 
lips was arraigned on a charge of 
gambling on horse races. 

Phillips had been arrested last week 
the complain of William 8. Grif- 
fin, a bettor, who declared he had 
placed a successful 20-to-1 wager 
with Phillips, afid that Phillips had 
refused to pay the losses. When

lips was relieved of a pistol, and an 
additional charge of carrying concealed 
weapons was docketed. 

Said Phillips “Welched.” 

The complainant testified that he had 
carried on betting transactions with 
Phillips on Charleston and Juarez 
races for several months, and that Phil- 
lips had operated a booking agency in 
a saloon at 31 Marietta street. Phillips’ 
alleged “welching’”’ on the 20-to-1 
wager was the direct cause of his ar- 
rest. | 

Policemen on the beat of No. 31. Ma- 
rietta street stated that Phillips was 
a frequenter of the address, and that 
he had no visible occupation. In ac- 
cordance with this, the recorder dock- 
eted a charge of vagrancy, on which 
Phillips was also bound over. He must 
answer to the state courts on the fol- 
lowing charges: “Gambling,” ‘“main- 
taining a gambling house,” “vagrancy” 
and “carrying concealed weapons.” 

Charile Jones at Trial. 

Charlie Jones, proprietor of the Rex 
saloon, was present during the hearing, 
but took no. active part. He was rep- 
resented by counsel. Phillips was rep- 
resented by Attorney Tom Goodwin, 
while the prosecution was carried on by 
Chief Lanford, of the detective depart- 
ment,.and City Attorney James L. May- 
Son. 

The name of Charlie Jones was not 
mentioned during the arraignment, 
sontrary to prediction based on the 
recent ‘police investigation made into 
the alleged story told by Phillips that 
he had been tipped over the telephone 
of the outcome of Charleston races by 
Jones, who was spending his vacation 
in Charleston. 

“If my name had been 
during the trial,” Jones stated, “I would 
have defended it in a manner that 
would have put an instant stop to this 
scandal the police are trying to heap 
upon me.”

By Measure Passed by South 
Carolina House—Blease Fa- 
vored the Measure. 


Columbia, 8 C., January 27.—The 
lower house of the South Carolina 
general assembly passed to third read- 
ing this morning a bill prohibiting 
White people from teaching in negro 
in white schools 
under penalty of a fine of not more 
than $500 or imprisonment for not ex- 
ceeding 12 months. The passage of 
the measure was recommended by Gov- 
ernor Blease in a message to the gen- 
eral assembly. 

The bill was amended -to include the 
“intimacy of the races in houses of 
ill repute.” 

‘Another amendment provides that 
the bill shalk not be regarded as pro- 
hibiting the teaching of the Bible to 
negroes. 

The measure was passéd to third 
reading after a bitter fight in which 
the chief issue was whether negroes 
would be more liable to be taught so- 
cial equality by teachers of their own 
face or by white people. A strenuous 
effort was made to exempt Charleston 
county from the provisions of the bill 

Charleston, it was stated, about 

ty white women teach negroes in the 
public schools. 

Sensational speeches were made, and

In urging the passage of the bill Mr.

JAMES NOLAN HELD 
UNDER $4,000 BOND 


Waives Preliminary Hear- 
ing Before Justice of the 
Peace and Is Remanded to 
Cobb County Jail. 


Walving a preliminary hearing, 
James Nolan, accused of robbing the 
Pullman car, “Nyssa,” on the N., C. and 
St. L. railroad week before last, was 
held yesterday afternoon by Justice 
of the Peace B. V. Greer, at Marietta, 
in $4,000 bail for the action of the 
Cobb county grand jury. In default 
of the bail, he was remanded to jail 
by Sheriff W. E. Swanson. 

The grand jury, which will consider 
his case, meets on the second Mon- 
day in March. 

The preliminary hearing was to have 
been held in the superior court room 
of the Cobb county court house Tues- 
day afternoon at 2:80 o’clock. As a 
number of witnesses had been sum- 
moned from beth Cobb and Fulton 
counties and there has been great in- 
terest felt in the case, there was a 
crowd in the courtroom when the hour 
for the hearing arrived. 

Then Solicitor Herbert Clay said that 
he had just finished a brief confer- 
ence with Don. K, Johnston, attorney 
for the defendant, and that the latter 
had decided to waive preliminary hear- 
ing. The only question to be settled 
was the amount of the bail. Mr. Clay 
called attention to the seriousness of 
the offense with which Nolan was 
charged, citing the code section which 
fixes the punishment therefor at four 
to twenty years’ imprisonment in the 
penitentiary. 

Attorney C. H. Griffin, of the firm 
of Blair & Griffin, who represented 
the N., C. and St. L. railroad, suggest- 
ed that the bail bond be fixed at $5,000. 
Mr. Johnston said that he had not 
been informed as to his client’s ability 
to make bond in any sum, but he 
thought that $2,000 was sufficient. Jus- 
tice Greer then fixed the bail at $4,000. 

The solicitor declaring that he had 
a number of unimpeachable witnesses 
who were ready to identify the pris- 
oner as the man who held up the train. 
Mr. Johnston replied that he had a 
large number of witnesses who would 
furnish an alibi for his client. In view 
of this claim, there was much specu- 
lation among the spectators in the 
courtroom as to why the hearing was 
waived. Discussing the reasons of his 
action with a representative of The 
Constitution after the court adjourned, 
Mr. Johnston said: 

“There has just come into my posses- 
sion information which I believe, when 
followed up, will clear my client from 
all connection with this robbery and 
will also lead to the arrest and con- 
viction of the guilty man; As Iam not 
at liberty right now to divulge the 
souree of this information, I felt it best 
for my client not to show his hand.”

Recently Barstow died and Curry, 
said to fear that old charges would be 
raked up against him, was said to have 
left the city umder an assumed name 
and come to Chicago, where he regis- 
tered as “W. EB. Jackson, Buffalo, N. Y.” 


HTS OPPONENTS 
OF MONEY-SHEET 


Mayor -Woodward Insists 
on $16,000 for Peachtree 
Widening, and Intimates 
He May Veto Changes. 


Characterizing the caucus of mem- 
bers of council on the. 1914 finance 
sheet as representing only the senti- 
ment of “a self-appointed, disorganized 
finance committee,” Mayor Woodward 
declared yesterday that in the final 
making up of the sheet $16,000 must be 
provided for widening the “bottle 
neck” of Peachtree street or nothing. 

Mayor Woodward did not say that 
he will veto the sheet in the event that 
it carries only $10,000 for the Peach- 


tree project, but he did declare with 
more than his usual emphasis that he 
will not approve of the meager appor- 
tionment agreed on by the caucus. 

The mayor held a conference with 
Chief R. M. Clayton, of the construc- 
tion department, Tuesday morning. 
The conference related to the Peach- 
tree widening, according to the mayor. 
He stated that Chief Clayton’s esti- 
mate on the Peachtree “bottle neck” 
widening calls for an expenditure of 
$16,000. 


Menaced by Veto. 

Mayor Woodward's determination 
that the sheet carry $16,000 for Peach- 
tree street, and the agreement of a 
majority of the caucus that only $10,- 
000 be given to start the work; indi- 
cates that the shéegt, if amended, ts 
menaced by a vete. 

“I don’t believe that. any money 
should be given for any project just 
to start work and have it stopped as 
(soon as the money is spent,’ Mayor 
Woodward said. “The caucus crowd 
provided a little more than $3,000 for 
South Forsyth regrading, when, as a 
matter of fact, it will require about 
$20,000 to do this work. 

“There are some items in the amend- 
ments proposed by the caucus which I 
agree should be in the finance sheet, 
but I don’t think it is right for a little 
crowd of self-appointed, disorganized 
members to get together in a back 
room, in secret caucus, and attempt to 
make up a sheet for council. 

“It appears to me that the proper 
‘thing to do would be for each mem- 
| ber to bring their amendments before 
council in open session and have them 
threshed out there. 

“They can’t expect to do anything 
with the sheet if a majority of council 
stands together on it. It can be de- 
layed, but the people are not going to 
tolerate having the city’s business bot- 
tled up by a minority, especially when 
that business is of vital importance to 
every ward. 

Why They Fight Sheet, 

“Some members are fighting the sheet 
just to be obstinate; just to be making 
a show of themselves. These men were 
mostly benefited—I mean the wards 
they represented were benefited—to a 
greater extent than some of the wards 
whose representatives are supporting 
the sheet.”’ 

Mayor Woodward is determined that 
street work started this year will be 
completed. That is one of his reasons 
for opposing the caucus demands for 
cutting down some of the appropria- 
tions. 

He wants the $16,000 to remain 
the sheet for Peachtree; $16,000 
regrading and paving of 
I'ryor; $5,000 for Spring street, 
$15,000 for West Peachtree street, 

“It is a waste of money, and a seri- 
ous disadvantage to the citizens. to 
start an important piece of street 
work and then stop when the money 
gives out,’ Mayor Woodward says. “It | 
is not rte business method, and it also | 
handicaps the departments in the work 
of planning for the future of the city.” 

Alderman Jesse Armistead, repre- 
senting the seventh ward, 
with Mayor Woodward Tuesday 
ing. Alderman Armistead is one of the 
members of the aldermanic board who 
voted to hold up the sheet. He voted 
against the sheet because, as he stated 
on the floor of council, it did not pro- 
vide for much needed improvements in 
the ward In which he lives. 

Came to Understanding. 

Neither Mayor Woodward nor Alder- 
man Armistead would discuss what 
transpired during the conference, but 
it was rumored that the alderman. and 
the mayor reached an amicable under- 
standing as to the sheet. 

Mayor Woodward does not dowbt the 
ability of supporters of the sheet to 
“steam roll” the caucus amendments. 
Fourteen members of council and two 
members of the aldermanic board voted 
to sustain the sheet prepared by the 
finance committee, and Alderman I. N 
Ragsdele, who was absent, ‘sent word 
to Alderman Kelly: that he will vote 
for the sheet as it stands.

Pee Sitnees testified that the cor- 
poration had been paying dividends for 
a long term of years when on March 4, 
1892, Judge Speer issued a “midnight 
order” naming receivers for the com- 
pany. At the time, according to the 
witness, the par value of the corpora- 
tions’ stock was $100 and its market 


value $110. 

The naming of a temporary receiver, 
which was made permanent a few days 
later, Mr. Lawton testified, absolutely 
destroyed the credit of the company. 
The witness claimed that it was impos- 
sible to reorganize the company for 
more than two years, and that when 
the reorganization finally was effected 
2» competing company became the bene- 
ficiary owner. 

Judge Speer interrupted the proceed- 
ings again today during the testimony 
of P. W. Meldrim, a local attorney. Mr. 
Meldrim said that he had known Judge 
Speer almost from boyhood, but be- 
came estranged when the jurist insult- 
ed him during the trial of the Greene- 
Gaynor case. 

“I called the judge's attention to cer- 
tain exceptions which he had taken 
under consideration . and had never 
assed on,” said the witness. “Judge 

‘Teplied,”” Mr. Meldrim continued, 
“"l have long Known your peculiar 
views and I cannot reconcile them with 
the oath you took when you began to 
practice in this court.’” The witness 
added that he had never spoken to 
Judge Speer since.

WALS NAMED 
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“CANAL GOVERNOR 


President Wilson’s Order 
Abolishes Canal Commis- 
sion--Army and Navy Offi- 
cers Are to Be in Control. 


G 
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Washington, January 27.—Organiza- 
tion of a permanent government for the 
Panama canal zone to supersede the 
isthmian canal commission April 1 was 
authorized by President Wilson today, 
with the announcement that the nom- 
ination of Colonel George W. Goethals 
to be first governor of the Panama ca- 
;nal would be sent to the senate in a 
‘few days. 

| - Colonel Goethals’ idea of @ “one-man” 
| government is carried out in the execu- 
\tive order, which was made public by 
‘Secretary Garrison immediately after 
‘today’s cabinet meeting. The author- 
ity of the governor will be supreme, 
under the secretary of war. 

Official notification of his selection 
was cabled to Colonel Goethals at Pan- 
ama. Secretary Garrison, who person- 
‘ally told the colonel last summer that 
he would be made the first governor, 
said he was confident there would be 
no question about acceptance. 

Goethals .Loses $5,000 a Year. 

The change in title will mean a loss 
lof $5,000 a year to the head of the zone, 
as the governor’s salary will be $10,- 
000 and he now receives $15,000 as 
chairman of the commission. 

Secretary Garrison announced that it 
was proposed to resolve members of 
the commission, with the exception of 
Colonel Goethals, into a new commis- 
Sion to arrange for and conduct cere- 
monies incident to the canal opening. 
Congress will be asked to provide the 
necessary legislation. 

As today’s executive order not only 
terminates the existence of the canal 
commission April 1, but also the pres- 
ent organization of the working force 
in the zone, many army officers con- 
nected therewith will lose the increased 
pay they have been receiving under the 
commission form of government. The 
order authorizes the designation of 
several army officers as well as a few 
naval officers for duty in departments 
of the permanent canal government, 
but the act of cangress provides that 
they shall serve at their regular army 
and navy salaries. It has been as- 
Sumed that some of the officers now on 
the isthmus would be appointed to new 
positions created by the order, 
Secretary Garrison today was not pre- 
pared to.make a positive statement on 
this point. 

Wilson Gives His Reasons. 

President Wilson sent out his rea- 
sons for adopting the plan of govern- 
ment provided for by his order in the 
following memorandum: 

“In construing and carrying out the 
foregoing order, I direct that it be done 
with the following considerations in 
view: 

“I have deemed it advisable for rea- 
sons of efficiency and economy to have 
all activities connected with the Pan- 


ama canal under the supervision of one 
cabinet office. 

“The troops which will be stationed 
on the canal zone for the protection of 
the Panama canal are under the secre- 
tary of war: the Panama canal act pro- 
vides that in time of war an officer of 
the army shall, upon the order of the 
president, have exclusive authority 
over the operation of the Panama ca- 
nal and the government of the canal 
zone; the construction of the canal 
has been successfully carried out under 
the supervision of the secretary of war: 
the logical conclusion is, therefore, that 
the supervision of the operations of the 
Panama canal under the permanent or- 
ganization should be under the secre- 
tary of war.” 


Departments Created. 


The president’s order establishing a 
permanent government for the Panama 
canal zone creates these departments: 

Operation and maintenance: purchas- 
ing department: supply department: 
accounting department; health depart- 
ment, and an executive secretary. 

These departments will be manned as 
follows: 

Maintenance, army engineer officer, 
transportation, naval officer: electrical 
engineer, army engineer officer: cap- 
tains of the terminal ports, naval of- 
ficers; superintendent of dry docks, na- 
val constructor; chief health officer, 
army medical officer: superintendent 
of hospitals, army medical officer; chief 
of the quarantine division; officer of the 


public health bureau, and chief quarter- 
master, army officer. 


Goethals Expresses Pleasure. 


Panama, January 27.—The news of 
the signing today by President Wilson 
of an executive order establishing a 
permanent goyernment for the canal 
zone, with Colonel Goethals as gover- 
nor, reached here late today and 
brought a pweneral feeling of relief at 


the ending of the uncertainty. When 
word was conveyed to Colonel Goethals 
that he had been appointed governor 
he expressed pleasure, but declined to 
comment in the absence of official 
notification. 

It is believed in official circles here 
that the plans submitted by Colonel 
Goethals through the secretary of war 
has been followed. This would give 
the governor control of all features of 
the administration, the more important 
‘officials being either navy or army 
officers, experienced in the work of 
the departments of which they will 
have charge. 

Colonel Goethals is understood to 
have selected Captain Hugh Rodman, 
of the navy, as superintendent in 
charge of the operation and navigation 
of the canal, and Naval Constructor 
Daniel C. Nutting, Jr., as superinten- 
dent of construction shops at Balboa 
and elsewhere, succeeding Lieutenant 
Colonel Tracy C. Dickson. Constructor 
Nutting has just arrived on the isth- 
mus.

Smoke Nuisance’ 


“Clean up the air of your city, and 
preserve the life of your child and your 
child’s father’—that is a part—the 
most important part—-of your duty as 
homekeeper or housekeeper,” said Dr. 
Carolyn Geisler when she addressed an 
audience of Atlanta’s most representa- 
tive women yesterday, and proved to 
them clearly, logically and dramatical- 
ly that their duty was to work together 
one and all to eradicate the smoke 
nuisance now staining the records of 
Atlanta as a progressive, clean, healthy 


you—women of Atlanta—are 
that the making of your city 
cleaner, healthier and better is not your 
business, you are told what is not true. 
It is your business to look after the 
life of your child, and your home. 
While the man earns the money to 
build that home, to maintain it, you, as 
the mother, must look to the care of it. 
The home no longer means the one 
house in which you dwell, it means the 
community in which the home centers, 
and the city in which the community is 
a part. 

“When, therefore, you find out that 
your performance of duty is hampered 
—that the life of the child and your 
family is in danger; that they may be- 
come victims of those diseases called 
preventable, directly traceable to in- 
sanitary and unhealthy conditions, then 
it is your business to make for the 
remedy of these conditions at once.’ 


Mrs. Lumpkin Presides. 


The meeting Tuesday morning, called 
by the City Federation of Women's 
Clubs, was opened by Mrs. Samuel 
Lumpkin, the president of the organi- 
zation, who, in setting forth the pur- 
pose of the meeting to Plan for abate- 
ment of the smoke nuisance, explained 
that there was no feeling of destruc- 
tive policy in the women interested; 
that the health and prosperity of the 
city was the real issue, and to that end 
a plan of work would be inaugurated. 

She introduced Mrs. W.H. Wiggs, 
chairman of the smoke abatement com- 
mittee of the federation, who presented 
a set of resolutions, subsequently pass- 
ed, which indicated the line of work to 
be pursued in the campaign against the 
smoke nuisance. 

She introduced Mrs, Otto Schwab, a 
member of the committee on investiga- 
tion, who told of her conference with 
citizens who stated that to fight the 
smoke nuisance would hamper indus- 
tries; that ordinances requiring the 
use of certain kinds of fuel would in- 
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jure busimess, and indirectly work! 
against business at large and indus- 
trial employees.

A General Condition.

“I pelieve this smoke is due not more} 
to the factories than to the general 
emission of it over the entire city, | 
said Mrs. achwab. “The residences, | 
hotels, office buildings and apartment. 
houses must shoulder very largely the 
responsibility. 

“A very great deal of our trouble lies 
in imperfect firing of furnaces. To} 
show the necessity for Knowledge in- 
this direction, 1 would call attention 
to the fact that in Germany a stoker 
or furnaceman must understand the 
yrinciple of economical and scientife 
guring, whereby the coal is so dis- 
tributed as to secure the most perfect 
obtainable combustion. In Prussia, 
the government pays traveling instruc- 
tors to train men who have charge of 
furnaces. 

“Abatement of smoke means largely | 
the conservation of the fuel supply. 
Government investigation shows that 
any type of coal may be burned prac- | 
tically smokelessly in some types of 
furnace, fired properly, which refutes | 
the statement that our coal in this 
section cannot be controlled, and that 
the so-called smoke nuisance is trace- | 
able entirely to the kind of coal used. 


The Effect on Vegetation. 


Mrs. W. B. Price-Smith told how the 
smoke nuisance played havoc with 
their vegetable gardens in which they 
were so interested; with their trees; 
with their shrubs and flowers. She 
proved this in summarizing conditions } 
in factory districts 
was invariably impoverished by the | 
soot and dirt emitted from big smoke- 
stacks. She spoke of the damage 
smoke did to building materials, 
skylights and windows. 

In presenting the resolutions for 
adoption, as a result of the meeting, 
Mrs. W. H. Wiggs.gave some very sane | 
advice when she reminded the women 
that the movement was one which 
concerned all women; that the fight 
was not on any one institution or in- 
dividual; that it was not on factories, 
on railroads or apartment houses, hotel 
buildings, private residences, as sepa- 
rate institutions, but it was against 
all contributors to the smoke nuisance, 
and that any law or ordinance made to 
abate the nuisance would have to be 
directed against conditions generally 
to become efficacious. 

Mrs. W. P. Patillo, in stressing the 
point that no institution or building 
could be. held more liable than an- 
other, said that the greatest amount 
of smoke that came into her private 
residence came directly from the state 
capitol.

Pointing out that the practices con-

“Before they may fairly ask the 
general public to share further in car- 
rying their burdens, it is manifest that 
the railroads must themselves prop- 
erly conserve their sources of revenue, 
by making every service performed 
contribute reasonably to their earn- 
ings.” 

Testimony in 
that the so-called 
railroads enjoy 
charges running into 
lars each year. 

“The very carriers that are aug- 
menting their expense accounts and 
dissipating their revenues in this man- 
ner, to the extent of many millions of 
dollars a year and for the benefit of 
a comparatively few shippers, are now 
complaining that their present earn- 
ings are insufficient and, on that 
ground, have asked our permission to 
make a substantial increase in their 
general rate schedules,” says the de- 
cision. “In that sense the proposed 
advance in rates has a certain very 
definite and immediate relation to this 
proceeding.” 

Industrial Plants Benefit. 

The decision further points out that 
allowances paid to and free services 
performed for large industrial plants 
relieve them of a heavy expense they 
would otherwise have to bear. 

Such allowances, the decision says, 
“are an example of the special con- 
cessions and rebates in service that 
shippers with a large traffic are able 
to wring from the carriers in consid- 
eration of being permitted to handle 
the traffic or share with other lines in 
its carriage. 

“If the allowances and free services 
may, on any ground, be justified and 
found to be lawtul,” says the decision, 
“they will be claimed and must in the 
future be extended to all industries 
similarly situated. We are, therefore, 
at the parting of the ways with re- 
spect to this very heavy tax on trans- 
portation. 

The National Tube company, 
the subsidiaries of the United 
Steel corporation, the decision 
“has forced the line carriers to 
cede divisions to it out of their rates, 
which during 1911 are shown to have 
been $425,000; this exceeded the entire 
operating expense of the plant rail- 
way for that year.” A list of indus- 
trial companies are named as having 
received such preterences. 

Millions Paid by Roads. 

The commission found that during 
the fiscal year 1912 the Pennsylvania 
railroad had paid $1,019,910; the New 
York Central, $660,057, and the Balti- 
more and Ohio, $530,317 in allowances 
to industrial railways. Five indus- 
trial lines received more than $1,000,- 
VUU in per diem reclaims. 

The commission found that “in many 
cases the cash revenues received by 
these plant railways out of the rates 
of the line carriers are sufficient to 
lift from the industries the entire cost 
of their operation. 

It says that in many instances the 
Plant raNway also is able “to declare 
large diWidends on its stock held by 
the induSfry.”’ The Baltimore and 
Sparrows’ Point Railroad company, 
the plant gailroad of the Maryland 
Steel company, paid annual dividends 
on such sto@k during the last eleven 
years that “aggregated more than 423 
per cent andi have ranged from 20 to 
05 per cent & year.” 

Tne commission says it regards 
$15,000,000 as a conservative estimate 
of the amount railroads lose annuaily 
in money and gervices.

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HACKETT RES 
ATTACK ON ACTORS 
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Remarks of Dr. C. O. Jones 
Based on Hearsay and 
Show His Ignorance of the 
Subject, Says Star. 


“Dr. Charles O. Jones, in his sermon 
at Grace church last Sunday night, 
made an unfair and unfounded attack 
upon actors and the theater. His 
remarks, by his own admission, were 
hearsay, and not based upon what he 
knew, and he went out of his way to 


place a slanderous and libelous smudge | 


upon people who are for the time cit- 
izens of Atlanta and endeavoring to 
conduct themselves uprightly and for- 
ward a worthy work.” 

This is the reply of Norman Hackett, 
leading man of the stock company 
playing at the Lyric theater, to Dr. 
Jones’ onslaught. 

When the news of Dr. Jones’ sermon 
reached the Lyric theater Monday 
morning during rehearsal, a storm of 
protest was aroused among the mem- 
bers of the company. The ladies of 
the cast were very indignant and de- 
clared they had been insulted. Mr. 
Hackett was at once importuned to act 
as spokesman for the company, in re- 
plying to Dr. Jones. : 

Ignorant of Subject. 

“The members of my company are 
just in their feeling that they have 
been insulted by a preacher who had 
not the remotest idea of what he was 
talking about,” said Mr. Hackett. “His 
ignorance of his subject is patent upon 
the face of his statements. 

“To be sure he is correct in saying 
that the church—presuming that he is 
speaking only of the Methodist church 
—is opposed to theatergoing. But the 
Methodist church is the only one which 
does oppose it. 

“Dr. Jones is quoted in The Constitu- 
tion as saying, ‘The general tendency 
of the theater is immoral and non- 


Christian, if not positively anti-Chris- 


eatin! 


tian, because the general character of 
the plays is so low and debasing. In 
them false views of life are given, 
domestic infelicity is applauded, vice 
is sugar-coated.’ 

“I defy Dr. Jones to prove a single 
ol of his statements. The general 
tendency of the theater is not immoral. 
It is my conviction that fully three- 
fourths of the plays presented are ele- 
vating in their theme. During the last 
weason but two shows of a degrading 
type were attempted to be produced. 
Tuese two _ were ‘The Fight’ and 
‘The Lure.’ nstantly there was such 
a remonstrance upon the part of the 
public that both productions were dis- 
continued. This, it seems to me, shows 
conclusively the high moral plane of 
the sort of plays that the supporters 
of the theaters demand. 


Outgrowth of Religious Ceremony. 


“As for the play being non-Chris- 
tian, not to speak of ‘anti-Christian,’ 
1 beg to call to the-attention of Dr. 
Jones that the theeter is a direct out- 
growth of religious ceremony, and has 
always worked seriously hand-in-hand 


with the church. 

“The morality plays of the ,early 
days were nothing more nor less than 
the depiction of Biblical events upon 
a stage, or the embodying in charac- 
ters of the play the hyman emotions 
and the influences about man which 
represent his struggle of life. 

“T ask you: What play in recent 
years has had a greater success than 
the modern morality play, ‘Every- 
woman” ’ 
‘'"Dr, Jones makes the general 
charge that ‘the general character of 
actors is bad.’ 

“Such a @harge as this I deny flatly. 
For a.l the years of my work I have 
been thrown with and have worked 
with the highest types of Christian 
gentlemen and women. 

“‘So true is’ this indictment,’ pro- 
ceeds Dr. Jones’ astounding disclos- 
ure, ‘that an unspotted man or woman 
is lauded as an exception.’ 

“It seems a waste of time to attempt 
to make reply to any such foolhardy 
statement as this. My own company, 
in whose faces he throws his broad- 
cast slander, are as respectable, moral 
and earnest a set of workers as one 
will meet anywhere. They are ad- 
mitted the best homes of the 
city. 
highest esteem in her city, 
to our theater and played 
players. Ye the members 
company are not exploited as 
examples of womanly character 
manly restraint.’ They are merely ac- 
cepted as honest, upright people, with- 
out more ostentation than 
toward any other citizen of Atlanta.

“As for the play not being educa- 
tive and uplifting, so much could be 
said to the contrary, that I will now 
merly probably to Dr. Jones’ attention 
that probably the greatest play pro- 
duced inthe worldtoday is the ‘Ober- 
ammergau, to which thousands of de- 
vout church people flock.

She then told of trips to a number of 
cities in this and adjacent states with 
the. Stoes and related her daily life 
while with the Stoes on these trips. 

Other witnesses presented by the 
prosecution were hotel clerks from 
three different hotels in Birmingham 
and three from Montgomery and one or 
two from hotels in other cities, who 
recognized the defendant and the gov- 
ernment’s witness as hotel guests at 
the times indicated in the charges. 

A large number of character wit- 
nesses was presented by the defendant, 
some of whom gave the defendant a 
good character generally. 

When Judge Newman adjourned 
court at 2 o'clock the evidence had 
been completed. The case will be re- 
sumed this morning with argument by 
the attorneys and a verdict may be 
reached some time today.

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POINTING THE INEVITABLE. 

Beneath the circumstances surrounding 
the semi-annual scramble over and blocking 
of the apportionment sheet lies— 

The inevitable indication of a bond issue 
as the one permanent solution of municipal 
facilities run down at the heel. | 

The divergencies between rival factions 
in council and between councilmen and al- 
dermen eager to “take care” of their re- 
spective constituencies will, of course, be 
compromised. In a measure, one and all 
are in the same boat. There is not a ward 
in the city the municipal functions of which 
do not in some manner not only justify but 
clamor for revamping and modernizing. In 
a situation of this nature the all too scanty 
increase in the city’s revenue must be ap- 
portioned with a scientific hand if the inad- 
equacies of today are not to develop into 
the disgraces and menaces of next June, 
when the final sheet for the year is 
made up. 

But compromise and strive as it will, 
council can at best cover with a thin shell 
only the rotten spots in Atlanta’s municipal 
fabric. The day for patch-work is done. To 
a certain extent much of the structure is 
patch-work and nothing else. And when a 
superstructure of shoddy is added to a foun- 
dation of shoddy, the end is obvious. 

Bach one of the improvement projects, 
street, school or sanitary, over which coun- 
cil now is debating, is one that is vital to 
the city’s welfare. Yet under the old intol- 
erable method of trying to make current in- 
come meet current need and also the needs 
of growth, not one of these projects but 
will have to be, in a measure, skimped. 

The city of Atlanta has a well-safeguard- 
ed borrowing capacity of about twelve mil- 
liox dollars, scarcely half of which is util- 
ized. Instead of taking advantage of this 
for imperative work we are piddling along 
and piling up expense and trouble for the 
future. That is the warning from. the 
scramble over the finance sheet. 


GOING TO A NEGRO’S FUNERAL. 


Two stories in a recent issue of The 
Constitution illustrate a phase of the negro 
problem that is at once wistful and remi- 
niscent. The daughter of Congressman 
Hughes, of Georgia, came all the way home 
from Washington the other day to attend 
the funeral of an ante-bellum negro servant 
who had been in the family many years. 
She had given her promise to the faithful 
old servitor that when death came she 
would attend her funeral. Upon the same 
day occured in Atlanta the funeral of 
“Uncle” John Leake, a negro carpenter of 
the old school. At the funeral were many 
prominent white Atlantans. Others who 
could not come sent floral offerings. 

Fragrant chapters of this nature used to 
be commonplace before the civil war. As 
a rule a white preacher, often a distin- 
guished man, “preached the funeral” of the 
slave whose strongest characteristic had 
been his loyalty. How many white men and 
women in Atlanta, themselves on the sunset 
side of the mountain, remember attending 
the obsequies of some kindly old gable 
philosopher, or of a “mammy” who may 


have officiated at the event that ushered. 


them into the world, or stood with tear- 
dimmed eyes at the death-bed of master or 
mistress? 

The post-bellum negro, speaking of the 
race as a whole, sustains relations with the 
white race vastly different from those under 
the regime of his fathers. We now have a 
“problem” on our hands, sinister factor 
wholly unknown in the old days. What the 
negro of today lacks in loyalty he makes up 
in pertness. What he lacks in realizing that 
he still has volumes to learn from the white 
man, he makes up in pathetic  self-suffi- 


his father or grandfather he makes up in 
gawdy and vague ambitions that too often 
breed in him discontent that is the fore- 
runner of crime and vagrancy. 

What the race needs, not just the excep- 
tional few, but the race,.is more of the 
spirit of these fine old souls to whom today 
the white man pays final and sincere tribute. 


“THE OLDEST PROFESSION.”’

We are waking, as never 
before, to the tremendous ravages made in 
the social and physical structure of the race 
by licensed and clandestine prostitution. In 
the search for a remedy the broad and bold 
thought of the day is determined to leave no 
avenue unexplored. 

In the spirit of this quest the consensus 
of our day is placing its approval upon the 
abolition of segregated vice. No father with 
natural impulses cares to contemplate the 
danger that may come to his growing son 
from an open brothel, operating with at least 
the quasi-imprimatur of the law upon its 
debaucheries. That is why, right and left, 
the implied nightmare partnership between 
the dive and the state is being dissolved and 
repudiated. 
stand the glare of the ethics of our day. 


CROWNING GOETHALS. 


President Wilson has signed an execu- 
tive order establishing a permanent form of 
government for the Panama canal zone and 
appointing Colonel George W. Goethals as 
the first civil governor. The order will be- 
come effective with the senate’s ratification, 
and is operative April 1, 1914. 

The president’s action is in exact con- 
formity with The Constitution’s editorial 
contention yesterday to the effect that 
Colonel Goethals, the builder of the canal, 
was the one man to inaugurate its actual 
operation, and the permanent administration 
of the zone. 

Discussing the report that Goethals was 
considering a proposition to become police 
commissioner of New York city, -we -pro- 
tested that he would be a misfit in any such 
position. 

President Wilson has taken the same 
view of the situation. Goethals already has 
the distinction, historic in itself, of leading 
in the building of the canal. He seems to 
have been assigned that task by destiny. And 
now he is to complete a task of tremendous 
proportions by underwriting the beginning 
of the canal’s practical usefulness to civil- 
ization. 

By the side of this honor the police com- 
missionership of New York would pale to 
insignificance. 

Accepting the honor. proffered him, 
Goethals will go to history with a distinc- 
tion absolutely unique in all history. 

He cannot afford to shadow the glory of 
his own achievements by even entertaining 
a thought of less monumental service. 


OPENING THE ALASKAN DOOR. 


Uncle Sam is about to turn the key in 
the lock to the long-closed door of the 
Alaskan treasure house. 

The senate has passed, by a non-partisan 
vote, the measure that authorizes the presi- 
dent to expend up to $40,000,000 in building 
railroads from tidewater in the territory to 
the rich interior points. There is little 
doubt that the bill will pass the house, 
eventually. and President Wilson is known 
to be friendly toward it. 

A region one-fifth the size of continental 
United States has, for many years, virtually 
been bottled up because of lack of transpor- 
tation -facilities. Tremendous coal deposits 
have been closed and the people compelled 
to depend upon fuel from British Columbia 
and even faraway Australia. Great gold 
properties have been held in abeyance. 
Fortunes in timber have been held in cold 
storage. Over and above all else, the man 
who would cast his lot in Alaska, confident 
of its future and willing to develop its fine 
agricultural possibilities, has been deterred 
by inadequate transportation facilities and 
by outworn land laws. 

These artificial barriers should be 
thrown down with the construction and 
operation of sufficient railroad systems. The 
government itself undertakes the work 
to protect the territory from exploitation by 
predatory interests or conscienceless sharks.

“Seward’s folly,” will expand into one of the 
most fruitful territories under the stars and 
stripes.

THE TRIAL OF MRS. 
MAYBRICK. 


No trial of a woman attracted more at- 
tention in the nineteenth century than that 
of Mrs. Florence Maybrick, the American 
girl, who was accused of having poisoned her 
English husband. Mrs. Maybrick was born 
in Mobile; Ala., on September 38, 1862, and at 
the age of eighteen she married James May- 
brick on July 27, 1881, at St. James church, 
Piccadilly, London. - Returning to America, 
they made their home at Norfolk, Va. For 
business reasons they later settled in the 
suburbs of Liverpool, England. Then came 
the tragic death of the husband and the ac- 
susation against his wife. 

The indictment against 
was as follows: 

“That James Maybrick, on the lith of 
May, 1889, in the township of Garston, died 
from the effects of an irritant poison sup- 
posed to have been adminisered to him by 
Florence Maybrick.” 

Mrs. Maybrick was arrested on suspicion 
the following day by the superintendent of 
police. At the time she was confined to 
her bed. It was generally understood that 
the relation of the Maybricks was somewhat 
strained, but Mrs. Maybrick always affirmed 
that it had been patched up before her hus- 
band’s death for the children’s sake, there 
being a son and daughter. 

On Saturday, May 18, a hearing was held 
in the bedroom of Mrs. Maybrick. Super- 
intendent Bryning made the charge against 
the wife, and she was hurried off to Wal- 
ton jail, in the suburbs of Liverpool, not 
being allowed the privilege of bidding good- 
by to her mother. Here she was shown to a 
cell, where she remained three davs, when 
her lawyer arranged that she should have 
a modest room on the payment of $1.25 a 
week.

coroner’s jury at the inquest made 
“that the said Florence Eliza- 
feloniously and 
of malice aforethought kill and murder the 
The medical special- 
ists diSagreed as to the poisoning of Mr. 
Maybrick. Dr. Humphreys asserting that no 
arsenic had been found by the analyst in the 
stomach, but a small quantity, not sufficient 
to cause death, was found in the liver. Dr. 
Carter agreed with Humphreys, but Dr. Bar- 
ron contended that he found both arsenic and 
“traces” of arsenic in some bottles and 
things which had been found in the house 
after death. As to where they came from or 
who put them there, no one had any know- 
ledge. Upon this evidence Mrs. Maybrick 
was committed. A true bill was found and 
she was brought to trial on the $list of 
July. 

The trial was held in St. George's hall, 
Liverpool. During all the days of the trial 
Liverpool society fought for tickets. Wo- 
men, it is said, were attired as if for a mati- 
nee; some brought their luncheons, and most 
of them carried opera glasses. The English 
press had for two months supplied nourish- 
ment in the form of the most sensational 
stories about the prisoner to feed the morbid 
appetite of the public. 

When the trial began there was a strong 
feeling against Mrs. Maybrick, but as it 
proceeded and the fact was made clear that 
Mr. Maybrick had long been addicted to tak- 
ing large quantities of arsenic, coupled with 
the evidence, to quote Sir Charles Russell, 
(1) that there was no proof of arsenic pois- 
oning; (2) that there was no proof that 
arsenic was administered to him by his wife, 
the prejudice gradually changed until, at 
the close of the trial, there was a complete 
revulsion of sentiment and the prisoner con- 
fidently expected her acquittal. 

The jury was out thirty-eight minutes and 
they found the prisoner guilty. Mrs. May- 
brick, when asked by the court if she had 
anything to say, with a firm voice, said: 
“My lord, everything has been against me: I 
am not guilty of this crime.” 

Mrs. Maybrick was removed from the 
courtroom to Walton jail, there to await 
the sentence passed upon her, that she “be 
hanged until she be dead, and may the Lord 
have merey upon her soul!” At the jail she 
was confined in the cell of the condemned. 
The date of the execution was to have taken 
place on August 26. The prisoner was given 
no hint of the public efforts for her relief, 
which were many. 

Mrs. Maybrick was dressed in the convict’s 
garb and was kept in solitary confinement. 
The sentence was not carried out. On No- 
vember 4, 1896,-Mrs. Maybrick was removed 
to Aylesbury prison. She arrived there with 
a number of other convicts. In the meantime 
petitions were being circulated all over Eng- 
land and America for the prisoner's release. 
The American petition was signed by the 
vice president of the United States, the sec- 
retary of state, James G. Blaine, and a long 
list of notables. This petition was forward- 
ed in 1892, and yet it required from that time 
until July 20, 1904, before the English gov- 
ernment was willing to release the prisoner. 
She left England at once for France upon 
her release, and on August 23, 1904, she ar- 
rived in America. No trial of the character 
has ever created more interest or elicited 
more sympathy for the prisoner than that of 
Florence Maybrick. 


Boswell’s London House to Be 
Razed. 


(From the Pall Mall Gazette.) 

London is in danger of losing one of the 
very few examples she has left of the domes- 
tic architecture of Inigo Jones, or at any rate 
of his school. This is the beautiful pilas- 
tered brick house now numbered 55 and 56 in 
Great Queen street. 

The house is made particularly interest- 
ing by the fact that according to the Lon- 
don county council tablet let into the wall 
James Boswell, the biographer of Dr. John- 
son, once lived there. Indeed, is is as Bos- 
well’s house that most people recognize this 
beautiful building. 

The street in its day was considered very 
grand. It must have been very beautiful 
too to judge by these fragments which re- 
main, and which are now, it would seem, 
threatened with destruction. In addition to 
the BoswelWand the Inigo Jones connections 
there are other reasons which make it desir- 
able that—this house should if possible be 
saved to™London. Hudson, the master of 
Sir Joshua Reynolds, must have served there 
from 1740 to 1745. 

The subtenant on the first floor has today 
on his mantelpiece a picture of the beautiful 
Perdita, the favorite of George IV. She is 
said to have lived in the house after she 
became Mrs. Robinson, taking it from the 
widow of Worlidge, the etcher, who had re- 
sided there previously. 

The names of Richard Brinsley Sheridan, 
James Hoole, Kitty Clive and many other 
famous people are also linked with the house, 
although there must be a good deal of guess- 
work connected with some of these.

WEEVIL MENACE 


By Harvie Jordan. 

Editor Constitution: The invasion of the 
boll weevil into southwest Georgia during 
the present year is practically certain, and 
that it will rapidly spread all over the 
southern sections of the state and through 
the cotton territory of Florida is likewise 
an assured fact. 

The farmers, merchants and bankers in 
each state where the weevils have appeared 
in large numbers, owing to favorable cli- 
matic conditions, have either been unpre- 
pared for defense, or have found themselves 
incapable of adjusting the agricultural situ- 
ation so as to give the necessary relief. 

The Mexican boll weevil is a tropical in- 
sect, and thrives best in a comparatively 
warm climate, where the winters are not 
severe, where the rainfall in spring and 
summer is plentiful, and where there is an 
abundant supply of forests, swamps and 
thickets for the insects to hibernate in 
through the winter. 

These conditions prevail in the highest 
degree in south Georgia and Florida, hence 
that territory will be ideal for the rapid 
spread and development of the insects. 

We can feel practically assured that the 
weevil will never do much damage north of 
the upper middle section of the state. 

Cotton statisticians who have watched 
closely the spread of the boll weevil in the 
different states have already figured Geor- 
gia’s cotton crop for 1920 at 1,200,000 bales, 
which is less than half the production of last 
year’s crop. 

I have just returned from a two weeks’ 
trip to Mississippi, and found that a large 
number of counties in that state contiguous 
to, and south of, the city of Jackson, which 
just a few years ago were producing from 
25,000 to 35,000 bales of cotton each, are 
now barely able to harvest 1,000 to 1,500 
bales, and that whole section of the state 
is in a greatly depressed condition. The 
newspapers reported five bank failures in 
that section while I was in the state. 

Exodus of Negro Tenants. 

One of the most serious results of the 
boll weevil invasion is the immediate exodus 
of the negro tenants. As the weevils come 
in the negroes go out. This has been the 
experience of counties in Mississippi and 
Louisiana where the weevils thrived and 
destroyed the cotton crops. 

The negro tenant, or cropper, will not, 
as a rule, put up the necessary fight to grow 
cotton against the heavy invasion of the 
weevils. He will migrate to counties further 
north, where the climatic conditions in win- 
ter are unfavorable to the weevil. 

It requires eternal vigilance and the most 
persistent activity, in addition to the adop- 
tion of advanced scientific methods, of cul- 
ture, to produce profitable crops of cotton 
under boll weevil conditions. 

It has been clearly proven that in infest- 
ed territories the weevils will tincture 
every square which forms on a stalk of cot- 
ton after the middle of July. 

This is about the period of the 
propagation, or third generation of the 
weevils during the summer, and they come 
in such myriad numbers that only the par- 
tially or fully matured bolls escape their 
ravenous appetites. 

Hence, the farmer who undertakes to suc- 
cessfully fight the boll weevil in south Geor- 
gia. must be prepared to mature his crop 
early in July, and this can only be done bv 
planting the very earliest maturing seed; 
rapid cultivation; picking off the punctured 
squares, and high fertilization. 

Even under the best conditions the aver- 
age yields of cotton will be materially re- 
duced, because the fruiting of the crop will 
be checked long before the season for fruit- 
ing has ended. 

Work of Organized Bodies. 

IT am in hearty sympathy with the efforts 
now being made by the Georgia Chamber 
of Commerce and other organized bodies in 
the state to prevent the distressing disasters 
which usually follow in the pathway of the 
spread of the boll weevil. 

But I do not believe the problem can or 
will be solved by simply giving advice to the 
farmers about raising cotton under improv- 
ed cultural methods on a part of their lands 
and to begin the diversified production of 
other crops. 

There must be something else done beside 
the holding of public meetings and giving 
advice. The supply merchants and bankers 
of the state should unite with the farmers 
in undertaking to secure and establish a 
general market for the surplus crops grown 
by the farmers other than cotton. 

These allied interests should likewise ar- 
range for making loans or basing credit for 
Supplies on the production of crops other 
than cotton. 

At the present time cotton is the basis 
of credit for farmers in this state, and it is 
the only crop raised on our farms, generally 
speaking, for which there is a well-estab- 
lished market everv month in the year. 

The average farmer must have credit, 
because there are but few of them compara- 
tively who have ample cash capital in bank 
to finance their business. 

If these commercial and banking in- 
terests are willing to begin right now to 
show faith in their advice by backing up 
the farmers to grow crops other than cotton, 
the biggest fortification against the invasion 
of the weevil will be erected and working 
in g0od shape before the weevils have had 
time to ruin and blast a very large portion 
of our great commonwealth. 

Five yearS from now the production of 
sea island cotton in Georgia and Florida 
will most probably have ceased, and the only 
cotton which can be profitably grown in 
those sections will be the short staple, earli- 
est maturing varieties. 

Revolutionizing Existing Methods. 

A quick revolution from long established 
methods of agriculture is always difficult, 
no matter how imperative the change from 
the old to the new may be. 

In the production of live stock, such as 

hogs and cattle, capital will be required as 
well as education, to prepare for the indus- 
try, and long-time loans will have to be 
encouraged to take the place of short-time 
personal credit. 
It requires from 
a beef on the market, 
will have to be erected to safeguard the 
Shipment of cattle from territories infected 
with the Texas cattle tick. 

In the extensive production of hogs, there 
must be successful methods employed to 
combat the losses from cholera, which is 
extremely difficult where hogs are allowed 
extended ranges. 

In advocating a very 
in the production of oats, 
sugar cane, groundpeas, etc., there must nec- 
essarily be an established general market 
for these products, and the farmers instruct- 
ed how best to prepare these products for 
shipment. 

The establishment of a zone line against 
the weevil has already proven futile in the 
state of Texas. Cotton planted in the center 
of a district last year, where no cotton had 
been grown within a radius of twenty miles 
for several years past, was found to be as 
badly infested by weevils in June as cotton 
fields twenty miles away. 

Three Years for Adjustment. 

We have now only about three years in 
which to adjust our farming operations in 
south Georgia to meet the onslaught of the 
weevils. 

The extensive production of cotton in that 
section should at once Sive way to its in- 
tensive production under the adoption of 
the latest and most approved methods of 
culture. 

A more extensive production of other 
crops, including live stock, should be under- 
taken while the time and the opportunity 
remain open.

incentive for the farmers 
to adapt themselves to these changes will 
be the active co-operative effort of all in- 
terests to secure good markets for the prod- 
ucts, and the inauguration of a system of 
rural credits which will enable the farmers 


generally to put these changes into effective 
operation. 

One of the most serious effects of the 
weevil is the tremendous depreciation of 
land values and rents in those sections where 
the insects find conditions favorable and 
are disastrous to the cotton crops. 

At least, this has been the result of my 
investigations in the infested territories of 
Mississippi and Louisiana. 

The Weevil in Texas. 


Many people point to Texas as a proof 
that large crops of cotton can be produced 
under boll weevil conditions. It must be 
borne in mind that the tremendous increase 
in cotton acreage in Texas for the past few 
years has been outside of the boll weevil 
area, and, furthermore, climatic conditions 
in Texas have always been unfavorable to 
the weevil, both in winter and summer. : 

At the same time, however, the contin- 
ued presence of the weevil in a large portion 
of Texas has each year materially reduced 
the yields of cotton per acre, as compare 
with the productions in the same territory 
prior to the advent of the weevil. 

Some years they are worse than others, 
due to the winters and summers. There are 
as many weevils in Texas now as there have 
ever been, but the farmers have gradually” 
learned to handlettheir crops to better ad- 
vantage, and, furthermore, the farmers of 
Texas have always diversified their erops 
more than the farmers of the old cotton 
States. 

We all know that the south Atlantic and 
gulf states are ideal for the highest devel- 
opment of diversified agriculture and that 
no similar territory in the world could be 
more self-sustaining than these old cotton- 
growing states, but the fact remains that 
even in the days of five and six-cent cotton 
our farmers continued to get their bread and 
meat from western states, although their 
fathers just a few years back had fought 
through a four years’ civil war and still had 
enough supplies left on Georgia farms to 
feed Sherman’s army and provide for the 
population of the state besides. 

I hope that the farmers of south Georgia 
will not make the fatal mistake of putting 
their continued dependence entirely upon the 
Planting of early maturing varieties of cot- 
ton. Of course, this is the only hope of 
securing a crop of cotton under boll weevil 
conditions. 

But the important thing is, to be as free 
as possible from the dependence on cotton, 
and raise other crops, not only for home con- 
sumption, so as to cut down supply bills, but 
to have a surplus to market as an adjunct to 
the reduced yields of cotton. 

I am sure the situation can be success- 
fully met if it is intelligently and practically 
handled, and thus prevent the unfortunate 
and disastrous experience of those cotton- 
growing states already overrun by the 
weevils west of us.

Sift together several times the flour. 
soda, ginger and cinnamon. Cream the but 
ter, add the sugar a little at a time, and 
cream thoroughly. Add the egg yolks and 
beat the mixture slightly, then add the 
molasses. When this is blended, add tne 
milk gradually, then beat in the flour slow- 
ly and lastly fold in the beaten whites of 
the eggs. 

This makes a large cake and should ‘-« 
baked in a large, deep pan. Half the recipe 
makes a good cake in quantity.

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CALLED RIDICULOUS 


Anderson Denies Charge 
Donaldson Has Been Tak- 
ing Pantry Supplies for 
Which County Paid. 


“This talk of Tom Donaldson taking 
supplies from the county commissary 
for which the county paid is ridicu- 
lous,” is the way Commissioner Clif- 
ford Anderson condemned the reports 
public Tuesday afternoon that 
the former superintendent of public 
works, under the board of county 
commissioners, had been taking pantry 
supplies from the Bellwood commis- 
sary department and using them in his 
own household. : 

“The facts are these,” said Commis- 
sioner Anderson. “For years, it has 
been the practice of married men, in 
the employ of the public works de- 
nartment of the county, to take what 
green goods, vegetables, etc., they 
needed from the gardens, tended by 
the convicts at Bellwood camp. 

Cost County Nothing. 

“The county does not pay a cent 
for these green goods. It has been a 
habit that the married men take what 
they wanted of such foodstuffs for 
their home consumption. So far as 
Donaldson, or any other county em- 
ployee, taking goods that the county 
has paid for, that is mere rubbish. 

“To say or hint that the grand jury 
may be called upon to investigate any 
yhase of such a question is also ridicu- 
lous. No such investigation will be 
made—now or ever,” concluded Com- 
missioner Anderson. 

The heated reply of General Clif- 
ford Anderson to the reports current 
Wednesday that Captain Donaldson, 
who was recently demoted and given 
a position under the general direction 
of his brother, as superintendent of 
paving, came late in the day, but be- 
fore General Anderson had perused the 
printed reports on the matter. 

“I have not seen the papers,” said 
General Anderson, “but I heard today 
that such a movement looking toward 
Donaldson's case was on foot. It will 
probably end right here.” 

It was stated on Tuesday that Com- 
Missioner Turman, of the county 
board, would, at the next regular 
meeting of the body, present a reso- 
lution asking for an investigation of 
the question of Donaldson’s alleged 
actions in taking from the pantry sup- 
plies at Bellwood such household pro- 
visions as he needed.

It was also stated that at a meet- 
ing of the county board last week 
Donaldson appeared before the body 
and asked if he was to continue tak- 
ing such things to eat as he might 
want from the garden at tine convict 
camp. Consent was given him to do 
s0, it is stated. 

Commissioner Shelby Smith said on 
Tuesday afternoon “that there might 
be something for the grand jury to 
look into,” when he was referred to 
the Donaldson case. Further than that, 
Commissioner Smith would not be 
quoted. 

Should any probing resolution be 
presentéd at the next meeting of the 
county board it would probably pass 
by the same vote by which Donaldson 
was recently demoted, Commissioners 
Anderson and Waters standing out 
against any such investigation.

Chicago, January 27.—Testimony 
that excessive and discriminatory 
charges had been made by private car 
lines for refrigeration was given today 
at the interstate commerce commission 
hearing on the relation of private car 
lines to the railroads and _ shippers. 
Edward G. Davies, a general consignee 
of Chicago, told the examiner that on 
shipments from Jacksonville, Fla., he 
had to use Armour cars.

Chicago, January 27.—Rallying pow- 
er showed itself today in wheat after 
news had been received of a big: fall- 
ing off in the world’s available sup- 
ply. The market closed nervous at a 
shade down to % up, compared with 
Corn finished unchanged 

Oats were not altered, 
but provisions closed at a net decline 

to, 10. 
During the greater part of the ses- 
wheat seemed unable to shake 
with a break which prices 
at Liverpool had suffered from cheap 
and heavy offerings by Russia. Ex- 
tremely mild weather in the United 
States winter crop belt tended also 
to give an advantage to the bears. 
There were advices that general rains 
were interfering with shipments from 
Argentine, but no material reaction in 
prices took place until word came that 
the decrease in the world’s available 
supply was more than three times as 
much as a year ago. Export sales of 
flour at Kansas City helped the late 
upturn. Rumors were current, too, 
that the amount of wheat in country 
elevators northwest had been over ¢5- 
timated five to ten million bushels. 

Boston dispatches, telling of corn 
taken there for shipment to Europe, 
nullified the influence of early cables 
that said the Argentine corn crop vir- 
tually had been made and would be 
available two weeks ahead of the aver- 
age time. Attention was drawn to the 
fact that the amount of corn on pas- 
sage to Europe was only 12,000,000 
bushels compared with 26,000,000 bush- 
els a year ago. 

Support for oats came about through 
the action of other grain. Consider- 
able interest was taken in the reported 
sale of a ecargo of Argentine oats to 
Galveston, where cotton was to be 
taken as return freight. 

Provisions gave signs of hedging 
by packers. The government live stock 
figures were very near to what was 
generally expected.

COURT QLIGARCHY 
RULING COUNTRY 


Chief Justice Walter Clarke 


clares—He Warns His Fel- 
low Jurists to Take Heed. 


New York, January 27.— Declaring 
that all the powers of government, 
both federal and state, lie at the feet 
of a “judicial oligarchy” composed of 
the lawyers of the United States, Chief 
Justice Walter Clark, of the North 
Carolina supreme court, addressing a 
meeting of the People’s Institute at 
Cooper Union tonight, warned his fel- 
low jurists throughout the country to 
take heed lest their power prove their 
own undoing. Discussing “Govern- 
ment by Judges,” Justice White said: 

‘Tt has been said that a contented 
people have no annals. The present 
unrest among the people, strange as 
it may seem, is one of the best signs 
of the times. When people are con- 


tent they either are ignorant of better 
conditions or hopeless of attaining 
them. <A ‘divine discontent’ is the 
basis of civilization and of all prog- 
ress in bettering the condition of hu- 
manity. 

“In this country, as in all countries, 
the control of the government is in 
the hands of the few. We have learn- 
ed that the form of government 
amounts to little. The real question 
is, ‘where does the control of govern- 
ment reside?’ 

“In this country, in 1776, we issued 
a declaration which was the sublimest 
the world has ever heard. It proclaim- 
ed the rights of mankind, and their 
equality and freedom. And then the 
reactionary party, the champions of 
government of the many by the few, 
quietly but effectively took control of 
the government. 

When Courts Took Powe?. 

“The importance, indeed the over- 
whelming preponderance of the judi- 
ciliary in the government was unex- 
pectedly created in 1803 by a decision 
of the supreme court of the United 
States, without a line in the constitu- 
tion to authorize it, when that body 
assumed the right to veto any act of 
congress they chose ‘to hold unconsti- 
tutional. 

“The assertion of this dictrine was 
promptly seized upon as a boon by the 
special interests and by all who be- 
lieved at heart in the government of 
the many for the benefit of the few. 
It has practically made the courts the 
dominant power in every state in the 
union. Whenever any progressive 
statute has not been in accord with 
the economic views entertained by the 
courts they have generally exercised 
their power to declare such statute 
unconstitutional because it was not 
‘due process of law.’ Professor Corwin 
of Princeton university recently said 
that ‘due process of law is not a legal 
concept at all, but merely a roving 
commission to judges to sink whatever 
legislative craft may appear to them, 
from the standpoint of vested inter- 
ests, to be of a piratical tendency.’” 

Not Warranted by Ccnustitution. 

Declaring that the constitution does 
not authorize the assumption of unlim- 
ited power by the courts, Justice Clark 
said that if the constitution had given 
the judges the right to set aside a 
statute it would have given the legis- 
lative branch the same power in the 
case of an executive veto. “However 
plausible,” he continued, “the argu- 
ments in favor of judicial supremacy, 
its friends cannot point to a line in the 
constitution which confers it.” 

In warning his brother judges 
against overstepping their authority, 
the speaker declared that “Mr. Justice 
Harlan has well said, ‘When the Amer- 
ican people come to the conclusion 
that the judiciary of this land is 
usurping to itself the functions of the 
legislative department of the govern- 
ment, we will find trouble. Ninety 
millions of people—all sorts of people 
—are not going to submit to the usur- 
pation by the judiciary of the func- 
tions of other departments of the gov-

Representative Keating outlined 
conditions in the Colorado coal fields, 
declaring “that the constitutional 
rights of citizens had been trampled 
upon,” and urged that “the radium of 
publicity be employed to cure this can- 
cer. 

Representative MacDonald, of Michi- 
gan, declared that the police power of 
the state of Michigan had been turned 
over to men imported by the copper 
companies.
